Socialist Says Germany Can't 
Win War—Tumult Causes 
Abrupt Adjournment,

BERLIN, via Amsterdam, March 25.— 

“ There will be neither victors nor van- 
'Quished in thie war. We cannot bring 
| our enemies to their knees any more then 

they can Germeny. Europe is steering 
in the direction of utter impoverishment 
| and bankruptcy. What sense is there in 
| a continuation of the war?” 
With these words Herr Haase, successor 
to Herr Bebel as chairmen of the German 
Social Democratic party, but himself a 
member of a small minority in the reichs- 
tag, created one of the wildest storms in 
that body today just before adjournment 
that the German national parliament ever 
hae seen. 

Herr Haase stole a march on his own 
party and not only took the house com- 
pletely by surprise, but for the time it 
looked as if it would come to fisticuffs be- 
tween a few Haase followers and a ma- 
jority of the wing of Socialists, who be- 
came furious at the trick which they 
shouted Haase had played on them. 


Emergency Budget Comes Up. 

An emergency budget, which had noth 
ing to do with the main budget, had just 
been read. Scheidemann, leader of the 
majority wing of the Socialists, announced 
that with reservation this could not be 
construed to have any bearing on the 
Socialists’ attitude toward the main 
budget. He declared that his party ap- 
proved this special budget. 

Minister Helfferich electrified the house 
with an announcement that the fourth 
German war loan had brought 10,600,000,- 
000 marks, making a total! of 80,500,000,000 

marks for four wer loans. This was re- 
ceived with cheers when Herr Haase took 
the floor. 

““ Because of the favorable military sit- 
uation of the war it is possible for the gov- 
ernment to offer a hand in peace, thereby 
serving the will of the peoples of all coun- 
tries, which are manifesting that desire 
more and more,”’ Herr Haase declared. 
“ There will not be victor nor vanquished, 
but only impoverished nations and peo- 
ples.” 

House Stirred to Uproar. 

Bediam broke loose as Herr Haase 
Started to paint the military end eéco- 
nomic situation.in the blackest colors 
Heine and Keit of his own party shouted 
that he was talking without their ap- 
proval, and that the Socialist members 
of the reichstag therefore had no right 
whatever to speak forthem. Herr David, 
one of the principal Socialist leaders, 
shouted: 

“Your words tend toward a prolonga- 
tion of the war and serve the purposes of 
the enemy.” 

Sacse, another Socialist leader, de- 
clared: “ You coward, you did not have 
the courage to give your views in party 
conference, It is a contemptidie trick.” 

Members of his own party pressed for- 
ward to the spcaker, and with the shout- 
ing, wild gesticulations, and infuriated 
faces, it seemed as if they were about to 
rush Haase off his feet. Hisses came 
from the rest of the house. Through it 
all the president’s bell kept sounding for 
order. 


Declares War Was Mistake. 

Haase finally succeeded in making him- 
self heard again, but he did not get far. |

Charles J. Mulligan, one of the noted 
scultors of America, died last night at 
St. Luke’s hospital. He had been ill a 
month. Less than a week ago he was 
taken from his home at 1521 East Sixty-

Mr. Mulligan was a native of Armagh, 

Ireland, and came to Chicago in 1885.

‘He steadily grew into prominence as a 
sculptor and architect, and twice served 
as a delegate abroad for the American 
Institute of Architects and Sculptors.

HE pendulum had to swing back. Action is followed by reaction, thesia 
answered by antithesis. Soe Rousseau came and assured the world 
that human nature was essentially good and only depraved by society 
and its institutions, This was illogical: if human nature was essentially 
good, society, the work of man, would have been good, too, but Rousseau ‘did 
not care for logic, his forte was emotion. He made his theories to suit his own 
needs. Being very vain; he stated that man was originally good. But as he 
could not but see the low and despicable instincts which were at work in 
himself, he burdened “society” with them. Like Strindberg, he has done 
nothing in all his works but explain his own character. He was immensely 
interesting to himself and therefore he was interesting to the world, which 


as Rousseau was, with the magic of style and the accent of sincerity. 
Rousseau proclaims that man in the condition of the savage was neither 
good nor bad and had no virtues nor vices. He had only “ pity, that nat- 
ural sentiment.” “Pity,” he says, “in the condition of nature keeps the place 
of laws, customs, and virtues, with this advantage, that nobody is tempted to 
disobey its sweet voice.” It is astonishing that such silly buncombe could 
enlist any followers. The feeling of primitive man when he met a fellow 
being was the wish to eat him and the fear to be eaten himself. This is 
exactly what the belligerent nations feel today, and if the fundamental feel- 
ing of primitive man had been pity or sympathy, there would never have 
been any wars. Jules Lemaitre says about Rousseau's first book that its 
tremendous success and far. reaching influence is one of the strongest dem- 
onstrations of the stupidity of mankind. But who were the disciples of this 
maniac? In France: Chateaubriand, Lamartine, Hugo, Musset, Sand, Michelet; 
in Germany: Goethe, Schiller, Kant, Schleiermacher; in England: Byron; in 
Russia: Tolstoi. 
: A good deal of the American civilization can be traced back to Rousseau’s 
ideas. The leniency with which you treat criminals, the lack of discipline in 
your education is Rousselian, although, of course, not exclusively so. The 
doctrine that man is essentially good leads to shallowness, insipid self-satis- 
faction, and that sort of optimism which Schopenhauer has branded as “ in- 
famous.” If you know that you are good, no self-examination, no repentance, 
no penance is necessary. Tlie human heart has no dark depths, no secret paths; 
it is as flat as a pancake. The modern American has deserted Cotton Mather 
for Rousseau; puritanism for sentimentalism. The result is moral laxity, just 
as it was in Rousseau’s personal practice. :

To those who have not recently refreshed their memory 
of the conduct of Wotan (in the Wagnerian version) I will recount of the facts 
related in the play of this chief of German gods. In his desire to build his big 
castle Wotan has rashly promised the giants Fasoldt and F'afner his sister-in-law, 
the lovely Freia, goddess of love and joy, who keeps heaven smiling and rosy by 
her presence. When the uncouth giants waddle from the wings to claim their 
dues Wotan trys first to put them off by declaring that he never meant to give 
away the lovely Frela: it was all a joke. As this does not work with the 
eimple giants—they threaten him with their big pine staves—he reconsiders and 
recollects his bargain. He even interferes with two uppish little gods who at- 
tempt to drive the giants away and makes a great play of being the god of 
justice, “A promise is a promise, etc.” But privately he confesses to the 
bewildered gods that he is trusting to the wit of the clever Loki, who has gone 
forth upon the earth to find something that the rude giants may be induced to 
accept in lieu of the precious Frela.

It was one of 
the most remarkable crowds ever gath- 
ered at a eporting event, consisting as it 
did of all sorts and conditions of men from 
statesmen and financiers and men of 
large affairs to the Gregs of the town 
Women were there by the hundreds—at 
least 2,000, it was said—but they were not 
easy to find among vast banked tiers of 
men. , 

It was estimated that at least $150,000 
was taken in from the ticket sale. Of this 
Willard received $47,500 and Moran $23,- 
750. Each man earned his money, Moran 
particularly. What would have happened 
had not Willard broken his right hand can 
only be guessed; probably Moran would 
have been knocked out. 


Champion Uses Left Hand. 

After the third round Willard used hig. 
left hand almost exclusively, jabbing with 
it, upper cutting with it. tearing Moran’s 
face to ribbons, but Willard’s right was 
practically useless. - 

No more courageous battle was ever 
fought than the yellow haired Moran 
made against tremendous odds. He 
weighed 201% to Willard’s 259%. He stood 
6 feet 1 inch to Willard’s 6 feet 7 inches, 
but he wasn’t daunted. He tore fn like a 
wildcat, taking such punishment as few 
men have endured and kept on their feet.

Dynamite doesn’t look a bit like I thought 
it did. The box I fetched was packed tight 
with what they called “sticks.” The sticks 
were really round paper packages, eight inches 


long end three inches thick, that were filled 


with what looked like harmless white sand. 
After the hunkies had drilled some sixty 
holes in the hard rock—holes that were twenty 


feet deep and three and a half inches wide at

Rosenau, the author, though probably not 
a vegetarian, starts out at once in the 
part devoted to foods by saying: “ The 
animal foods are m@ch more likely to con- 
vey infections or to possess injurious 
properties than foods derived from plant 
life. Of the animal foods meat and milk 
are the chief offenders.”” Of course, the 
subject of milk has received the attention 
of governments of nation, state, and cit- 
jes, and is reasonably safe food if the 
housekeeper keeps it safely. Meat is more 


unstable. The retailer may handle it in 


an insanitary way and home people often 

do not take the proper precautions, 
-Rosenau infers, what is probably true, 
that the sdeming increase of poisoning 


due to infected foods is not a real one, | 


since formerly different reasons than this 
of foo. poisoning for serious Pinesscs 
were given or none at all. He says: 
* The subject is better understood and 
that ‘were formerly misinterpreted. The 
hygienic conscience of the peopie has been 
aroused, and a demand established for 
clean, fresh, wholesome foodstuffs." This 


conscience is certainly becoming keener |. 


every day and with reason. 

In relerence to food as medicine he gays: 
“The prophylactic and Qherapeutic uses 
of food are growing subjects. It is only 
neceassry to point out the importance of 
diet in the prevention of tuberculosis, 
diabetes, nephritis. arteriosclerosis, gout, 
rheumetic affectiona, disorders of meta- 
bolism, dyspepsia, gastric ulcer, and 
many other affections. The proper 
amount and quality of food is one of our 
important preventive measures.” 

He might have been a Mttle more spe- 
cific about the liver and kidney troubles 
due to unbalanced diet, but he does go on 
to give eight ways in which food may 
affect health, mentioning spécial evils, 
and at one point he is specific on these 
two points. He says: “ Food may be in- 
jurious as a resuit of abnormality of 
amount or composition of diet. Excéss of 
food prediaposes to obesity, and perhaps 
arteriosclerosis and diseases of the liver 
and kidneys. An insufficient amount un- 
dermines health.’’ 

There is hardly a vegetable that may 
not have all its¢reat medicinal value pre- 
served if it is cooked in almost no water 
at all, just enough to start the steam 
which cooks it, a further supply of which 
comes from the water in it, all vegetabies 
being about three-quarters.or much more 
water. .

. Occasionally. twe sets of roller shades 
are ased, one opaqué and one transparent. 

Any number of new fabrics are now to 
be seen in decorators’ workrooms, being 
fashioned into shades for the spring re- 
decorating. The mode of procedure ia 
planning redecoration is to select the 
shades and hangings first and to have the 
furniture painted and the painting, paper- 
ing, or calcimining done to match some 
‘part of the fabric. Because it is easier 
to mix paint to any desired shade of any 
known color than it is to finda specially 
desired shade woven in the manufactured 
stuf, 

Among the most delightful roller shade 
fabrics of the year is one the descrip- 
tion of which sounds impossibly com- 
plicated, but which is inreality quite sim. 
ple. It is a light ecru casement cloth in 
broad alternating stripes. One stripe is 
woven in what looks like a satin damask 
weave, a flowing design slightly broken 
with open work. The next stripe, a little 
broader than the damask one, is what 
looks like a puff, flatly gathered in be- 
tween the smooth damask stripes. The 
effect is something like the effect of the 
alternating .stripes in seersucker, only 
that it is immensely magnified, for the 
puffed stripes in the new fabric are about 
‘five inches wide and flat stripes about four 
es. 

Theoretically, this material should be 
too clumsy to roll up well, but practically 
itignot. Itrollis quite smoothly. Another 
thing about it that seems almost unbe-. 
lievable is that it can be taken off the 


| rollers, washed, and‘put back witbout the 


least detriment to.shape or color. What 
‘gives emphatic ‘chic to this roller curtain 
ig.the smart manner im which its lower 
edge is finished. ‘This can be best under- 
stood by reference to the accompanying 
‘sketch. The curtdining is self-colored. 
Light ecru: is the favorite tone. 

The stick that holds the string by which 
the curtain is sent up and down, which is 
usually placed in a hem at the lower %x- 
tremity of the roller curtain, is in this case 
placed in a casing some inches up from 
the bottom.

and this curtain is trimmed with a wide 
fringé and; ig further embellished with 
heavy cord-and tassels at tho base of each 
damask ‘strip. 4 

A striking room that is in process of 
construction under the careful eye of a 
g00d decorator has in it the roller shades 
described above. The overdrapes are 
mede of a new sunder material of jade 
pink gauze, upon which the weaver has 
worked out a design of branches and 
blossoms in thick threads, making a 
graceful, delicately colored pattern that 
is nearly as solid as applique on an almost 
transparent surface. Pink. jade, as you 
know, is a light biuish rose color like a 
milky pink amethyet. The room has been 
planned for a woman with silver gray 
hair, and it is calculated to set off her 
particular style of beauty toa nicety. 

The gauzez sunder used in this case, 
effectively laid in full folds, is astonigh- 
ingly lovely when stretched straight out 
and made into rollercurtains. These may

| Amended Law Aids Movement. 
The 1915 seasion of the legislature helped 
the good roads movement greatly when it 
amended the law so that the counties, if 
they so desire, can issue bonds to secure 
funds for the imm«diate improvement of 
their designated sta‘e ald routes inetead 
of building each year only the amount of 
road’ possible with the. money allotted by 
the state, together with the’lke amount 
furnished by the county. In case a coun- 
ty issues bonds for the purpose of build- 
ing state ald roads the law provides that 
the future allotments from the state can 
be used if met with a similar amount by 
| the county in paying off these bonds. 
The adyantages of this method are 
| manifold: It enables the people to pay 
for the road. at the same time they are 
using it. It does not throw the burden of 
cost on the taxpayer of today for an im- 
provement which will last for a score of 
years, and be a constant benefit to the 
taxpayer of the future. When a system 
of roads is constructed with money raised 
by a bond issue, those who get the benefits 
pay the costs, which is undoubtedly the 
way a public improvement should be paid 
for. Furthermore, if fifty miles or more 
: of road are constructed in a county at one 
time, the unit cost will Se much less than 
if the fifty miles or more of construction 


‘are spread out over a period of seven or 


eight years. Itis always cheaper to buy 
in large quantities and this law applies 
to toads a2 well as to any other commod- 
ity.

$2,000,000 Spent on Roads of 
Wayne County. ; 


Money spent In road niceeoveinesit of the. 
right kind is making a profit of 125 per 
cent a year in Wayne county, Mich. The 
county spent $2,000,000 on construction 
and maintenance during the eight years 
from 1906 to 1914, inclusive, and in this 
_period the assessed valuation of property 
in the county, outside of the city of De- 
troit,, increased from $62,707,000 to §114,- 
544,120, or 82.6 per cent. 

Of this increase 35 per cent, or $22,000,- 
000, is credited to road improvement, be- 
cause the assessed valuation of Detroit 
increased only 47.7 percent. The increase 
in county valuation above the rate of in- 
crease in the city was eleven times the

It passes 
through Kankakee, with a atate insti- 
tution for the insane; Champaign, the 
seat of the University of Illinois; Mat- 
toon, the metropolis of the central Ilii- 
nois broom corn district; Centralia and 
Carbondale, railroad towns, and located 
in rich coal miring districts. . 


Better Roads Attract Autoists. 
It is the duty of every vice president 
of the Egyptian trail to cojperate with 
his commissioners of highways in an ef- 
fort to get “ first ald” in bad weather 
to the Egyptian trail in his territory.

He stood, as he read these lest long 
speeches, a glowing scarlet figure against 
the somber background of the chapel, a 
flaunting, defiant churchman still bol- 
stered by a human pride of achievement 
and a consuming faith in what destiny 
had marked ont for him. Or he sat, 
touched with the weakness that so soon 
was to result in his death, in an ecclesias- 
tical chair, bis dishonored robes gathered 
about his feet, while he read ambition’s 
lesson to the faithful Crom well, or count- 


. ed the cost of “treading the paths of 


glory ” and found it excessive. 

He rose at the last to a superb height, 
casting his cardinal’s cloak of temporal 
power from him as a thing accursed, and 
approached the door of the chapel hum- 
bly, contritely, and yet still defiant in his 
faith. ‘“ Farewell the hopes of court; my 
hopes in heaven do dwell,” he read in the 
measured tones characteristic of this 
actor, and Wolsey was gone. 

Those who have seen Beerbohm Tree, 


before or since he became Sir Herbert, 


hare doubtless classified him, as we hare, 
as a pretty bad actor in modern roles.
